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HISTORY    OF    TIIK    SCHOOL 

Indi.'inn  is  .i  comparatively  old  tendior 
fraiiiinjr  institution.  Having  i»assed  the 
half  century  niarl\.  a  scliool  may  bo  said 
to  be  firmly  established.  .\nd  so  it  is 
witli  somewhat  of  sati.sfaction  tliat  we 
note  the  date  of  the  founding  of  Indiana 
as  'May   17,   ISTo. 

On  tliat  date  the  school  was  formally 
oi>en"d  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  E.  B. 
Fairtield.  the  first  princii  al.  The  entire 
sihool  at  that  time  was  concentrated  in 
one  buildinjr.  John  Sutton  Ilall,  so  named 
in  Iionor  of  the  first  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  The  physical  equipuient  of 
Indiana  durinc:  the  first  quarter  century 
was  enlarged  by  the  erection  of  Clark 
TIall.  residence  h«ill  for  men,  and  AVilson 
Ilall.   a    teacher   training  center. 

A  notable  addition  to  Indiana's  mater- 
ial eiiuii'ment  came  in  100."^  with  the  erec- 
tion of  Leonard  Hall,  a  large  class  room 
and  laboratory  building,  and  an  exten- 
sive addition  to  John  Sutton  Hall.  In 
more  recent  years  expansion  has  been 
furthered  by  the  addition  of  dormitory 
annexes,  the  eniargen.ent  of  Recreation 
Hall,  .1  dining  room  annex,  and  a  modern 
Power   riant. 

Since  being  placed  on  a  college  basis  in 
the  s;  ring  of  1027  with  the  t  ower  to  grant 
degrees  in  five  different  fields,  Indiana 
has  felt  the  need  of  a  larger  material 
equiiiment.  And  so  in  the  si/riiig  of  11)28 
the   new   gymnasium    was    form.iUy    oj.eued 
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and  with  its  opening,  facilities  for  phy- 
sical education  were  such  that  the  pro- 
gram in  that  department  could  be  inten- 
sified   and    broadened. 

The  new  Arts  Building  was  completed 
last  spring  and  was  formally  dedicated  in 
M-arch  1031.  It  houses  three  dp;  artments : 
CoTiimerce,  Art,  and  Home  Economics.  The 
building  is  thoroughly  equipr  ed  to  do 
the  work  of  these  special  de:  nrtments, 
and  is  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  to  be 
found    anywhere    in    the    state. 

The  new  West  Parlor  Annex  was  com- 
pleted this  summer.  Our  former  students 
who  have  had  the  experiimce  of  waiting 
in  the  rain  in  bad  weather  for.  the  doors 
to  open  to  the  dining  room  will  appre- 
ciate this  new  addition  to  our  physi< ;  1 
plan.  The  new  cloak  room  facilities  will 
be   appreciated    by    all. 

The  faculty  and  student  body  liave  un- 
der their  control  and  management,  a  f;ir:u 
just  outside  the  borough  of  Indiana,  up- 
on which  has  just  recently  been  erected  a 
very  substantial  building  which  is  known 
as  the  "school  lodge."  This  building  is 
available  for  the  use  of  students  and  fac- 
ulty members  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 
It  is  a  splendid  place  to  go  for  an  outing 
and  we  hope  that  the  students  will  take 
the  opportunity  to  make  very  good  use  of 
this  playground,  as  well  as  of  the  lodge. 

The  material  progress  made  by  Iii(lia:i;i 
in  the  first  half  century  may  l)e  read  in 
her  increased  number  of  buildings,  in  her 
large  and  growing  alumni  roll,  and  in  her 
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broadened    program    of    curricula    and    ac- 
tivities. 

Tliese  splendid  achievements  of  Indiana 
In  a  material  way  are  inseparably  allied 
with  the  efforts  and  lives  of  the  men  and 
women,  who.  because  of  tlieir  splendid 
vision  and  Ideals,  were  willinjr  to  sacri- 
fice ;rreatly  in  order  that  Indiana  mi;;ht 
survive  many  early  strufrsles.  Notable 
anion;;  those  who  frave  much  for  the 
s«-1hvo1  was  Jane  E.  Leonard  who  for  near- 
ly fifty  years  was  teaclier.  counselor,  and 
friend  of  Indiana  students.  Likewise  in- 
separably linlced  with  the  liistory  of  those 
early  days  are  the  names  of  Jolin  Sutton. 
Silas  M.  Clark,  and  A.  W.  Wilson,  the 
first  three  presidents  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  all  of  wljom  built  well  for  Indi- 
ana. Today  Indiana  is  fortunate  in  having 
as  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Thomas  Sutton,  whose  interest  in  the 
school  is  indeed  an  inspiration.  Among 
others  who  have  seen  Indiana's  future  as 
ever  greater  tlian  her  present  and  so  have 
step  by  step  aided  in  moving  forward  to- 
wards a  better  institution  have  l)een  past 
presidents  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Dr.  James 
E.  Ament.  Dr.  John  A.  H.  Keith,  and  our 
present  president.  Dr.  C.   K.   Foster. 


STUDEXT    GOVERNMENT 

During  the  tirst  semester  of  the  1930-1931 
term.  Dr.  Foster  put  before  the  students 
of  the  college,  the  proposition  of  having 
student    participation   in   government.     The 
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matter  was  put  to  student  vote,  passed, 
and   the   Student   Council   was  formed. 

The  youngest  organization  on  the  cam- 
pus, hut  still  the  most  imj  ortant,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  benefits  derived  from  an 
OFLranization  of  this  tyiie  may  be  great 
in   years   to   come. 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  constitution:

Article   I.      Name. 

Tlie   name    of   this   organization    shall    he 
"The   Student   Council  of  the   State   Teach- 
ers  College,    Indiana.    Pennsylvania." 
Article    II.      Purposes. 

The  purposes  of  this  organization  shall 
be: 

1.  To  promote  in  every  way  possible  the 
best  interest  of  the  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege,   Indiana,    Pennsylvania. 

'2.  To  regulate  all  matters  of  student  con- 
duct which  do  not  fall  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  faculty,  together  with  such 
other  business  as  may  be  referred  to  it 
by  the  President  of  the  College,  or  the 
Faculty  Committee  comi)Osed  of  the  Dean 
of  Women,  Dean  of  Men,  and  Dean  of  In- 
struction. All  suggestions  from  students 
should  be  first  presented  to  the  Student 
Council. 

:].  To  provide  a  more  perfect  organiza- 
tion which  will  maintain  the  ideals  of  the 
College    by    student   co-operation. 

4.  To   promote    the   scholastic   and   moral 
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tone  of  the  College  and  tliiis  to  maintain 
luKh  standards  of  honor,  loyalty  and  ser- 
vl<-e. 

r».  To  constitute  a  medium  for  the  ex- 
l)r('ssion  of  initiative  and  the  exercise  cf 
jud^rmcnt  in  the  management  of  student 
afifairs. 

6.  To    aid    in    the    maintenance    of    good 
order   in   the   College  community. 
Article    III.      Membership. 

Tlie  memhership  of  this  Council  shall 
he   as   follows : 

1.  'Three  rerresentatives  from  the  De- 
gree St>nior  Class,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
a    woman    day   student. 

2.  Three  representatives  from  the  Di- 
ploma   Senior    Class. 

3.  Two  representatives  from  the  Degree 
Junior    Class. 

4.  Two  representatives  from  the  Degree 
Sophoniore   Class. 

5.  TVo  representatives  from  the  Fresh- 
man   Class. 

C.  One  representative  each  from  the  re- 
sident Women's  Student  League  and  the 
Men's  Student  League  to  be  chosen  by  the 
same. 

There  S'hall  be  but  one  class  representa- 
tive to  the  Council  from  any  one  cur- 
riculum  of  the  College. 

Article  IV.  Nomination  and  Election. 
'Section  I — Nomination.  Each  class  shall 
elect  a  nominating  committee  of  three 
members,  which  committee  will  prepare  a 
list  of  nominees  for  the  Council.  This 
list   shall   be   published  not  less   than   two 
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weeks    before    the    election.      There     shall 
be    no    floor    nominations. 

(Section  2 — Election.  Election  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  be  held  during 
a   regularly  called   meeting   of  the  class. 

Article  V.    Term   of  Office. 
The   term   of  office   shall  begin   the   first 
week    in    October    of   each    year,    and    con- 
tinue until  the  close  of  the  second  semes- 
ter. 

Article   VI.     Qualifications. 
Each    member    must    be    a    regularly    en- 
rolled   student,    carrying    not   less    than    16 
hours    of   work   with   at  least  a   "C   aver- 
age,  and   remaining  in   good  standing. 

Article  VII.  Vacancies. 
All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  a  special 
election,  except  when  less  than  six  weeks 
unexpired  term  is  left,  in  which  case  the 
remaining  memibers  of  the  Council  shall 
elect  a   member  for   the  unexpired  term. 

Article   VIII.     Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  l)e  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

These    officers    shall    be    selected    by    the 
Council     from     its    own     membership,     l)Ut 
the   president    must   be   a   Degree   Senior. 
Article    IX.     Powers    and    Duties. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council 
to  consider  such  matters  of  student  in- 
terest as  may  be  presented  by  the  students, 
either  individually  or  through  recognized 
organizations.  Tlie  Council  may  also  con- 
sider  such   matters   of  student  interest   as 
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ai>|»(>.ir  to  offor  au   opitortunity   for   helpful 
suKKestion. 

2.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Council 
to  consider,  from  the  student  viewpoint, 
such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  President  of  the  College  or  by  the 
Faculty    Counnlttee. 

.3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council 
to  ma'ke  suggestions  and  recommendations 
to  the  Faculty  Committee  <?oncerning  mat- 
ters   tliat    have    been    considered. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council 
to  deal  with  student  problems  and  to 
make  recommendations  concerning  mat- 
ters  of  importance   or   of  interest. 

.'.  Any  action  taken  by  the  Council  re- 
lating to  legislation,  administration  and 
discii)linary  problems  involving  student 
relationships  to  the  institution  shall  be 
subject  to  the  veto  power  of  the  President 
of  the  institution. 

Article    X.     Meetings. 

Regular  meeting  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  per  month  during  the  school  year. 
Other  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  of  the  Council,  or  by  the  Fac- 
ulty   Committee. 

The  Council  may  meet  in  joint  session 
with  the  Faculty  Committee  whenever 
there  are  recommendations  for  considera- 
tion. 

Article    XI.     Quorum. 
Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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THE    MEN'S    STUDENT    LEAGUE 

Article    I.     Name. 
The   name   of   this   organization    shall   be 
"The    Men's    Student    League    of    cl<e    State 
Teachers    College,    Indiana,    Pennsylvania." 

Article  II.    Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall 
be  to  co-operate  with  the  administrative 
authorities  of  the  College  for  the  iiromo- 
tion  of  personal  and  group  responsibility 
in  the  guidance  and  regulation  of  the 
affairs    of   all    men    students. 

Article   III.    Memi)ership. 

'Members  in  this  League  shall  consist 
of  all  men  students  registered  in  the  Col- 
lege. 

Article    IV.     Officers. 

1.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  League 
shall  be  composed  of  two  rei  resentatives 
from  each  of  the  Senior,  Junior,  Sopho- 
more,   and    Freshman    classes. 

•1.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
must  each  be  a  regularly  enrolled  student, 
carrying  not  less  than  16  hours  of  work 
with  at  least  a  "C"  average,  and  in  good 
standing. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  elected 
at  a  meeting  of  men  students  called  dur- 
ing the  first  four  weeks  of  the  school 
ye.ir. 

4.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  the 
first  week  in  October  of  each  year,  and 
continue  until  the  close  of  the  second 
semester. 

5.  The  Executive  Board  shall  choose  its 
own  President. 
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»'i.  The  Quoruiii  rtMniiroincnt  shnll  l»e  six 
members. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
may  choose  anotlier  reiiresentative  from 
tlie   sauie   class    in   case   of  a   vacancy. 

S.  The  Dean  of  Men  shall  be  an  ex- 
officio    memlx'r    of    tlie    Executive    Board. 

0.  The  President  of  the  Executive  Board 
sh.ill  be  tlie  Men's  Student  League  rejjre- 
sentatlve   to   the  Student  Council. 

Article    V.      Meetinjrs. 

1.  The  League  shall  consider  and  ;ict 
uiton  such  m.itters  as  may  be  brought  be- 
fore it  by  the  President  of  the  College, 
by  the  Dean  of  Men,  or  by  any  male 
student. 

2.  The  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
officers  of  the  League  or  by  the  Dean  of 
Men. 

.Vrticle    VI.     Powers    and    Duties. 

1.  The  function  of  the  League  is  to  deal 
with  the  problems  of  men  students  in  a 
way  which  is  consistent  with  the  policies 
of    responsible    authority. 

2.  The  League  is  authorized  to  make  a 
complete   list    of   Freshman    customs. 

3.  The  League  is  authorized  to  appoint 
five  members  of  the  Sophomore  class  who 
will  act  as  a  Tribunal  in  the  enforcement 
of    Freshman    customs. 


BESLDENT    WOMEN'S    STUDiENT 
LEAGUE 

Article   1.     Name. 

The   name   of   this   organization   shall   be 
'The    Resident    Women's    Student    League 
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of    the    State    Teachers    College,      Indiana, 
Pennsylvania." 

Article   II.    Objectives. 

1.  The  regulation  of  conditions  for  the 
promotion  of  happiness,  good  health,  and 
right   living. 

2.  The  promotion  of  conditions  for  the 
development  of  courtesy,  self  control,  co- 
operation, high  ethical  standards  and 
thoroughly  professional  attitude  toward 
work. 

3.  The  development  of  individual  and 
group   responsibility. 

4.  The  stimulation  of  good  fellowship 
and  the   recognition  of  lawful  authority. 

Article    III.     Membership. 

The  women  students  of  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  are  in  a  large  manner 
self-governing  in  spirit,  but  for  practical 
purposes,  all  women  students  under  dor- 
mitory regulations  are  divided  into  unit 
groups  approximating  respectively  thirty- 
five  to  fifty  students.  These  various 
groups  make  plans  for  their  guidance  in 
regard  to  conduct.  Each  member  is  per- 
sonally responsible  for  upholding  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  League.  Membership  In 
this  League  shall  consist  of  all  women 
students  registered  in  the  college  who 
live  in  school  dormitories  or  cottages  un- 
der   dormitory    regulations. 

The  unit  groups  elect  their  own  officers 
such  as  light  proctors,  fire  proctors;  these 
proctors  serve  more  as  friendly  advisers 
to    their   groups. 

A  representative  is  chosen  from  each 
group    unit.     Eligibility   to   this   office  de- 
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juMids  uiioii  s(lu»l.irslii|)  ami  coiiduct.  A 
fatuity  iiuMiiltcr  si  onsors  every  unit  jxrotip. 
Article  IV.  OlTicers. 
The  executive  board  of  the  League  shall 
be  coin|)osed  of  the  Dean  of  Women  and 
one  rejtresentMtivt'  from  each  corridor 
irroup  in  John  Sutton  Hall,  three  rejire- 
sentatives  from  CMark  Hall  and  represen- 
tations from  cotta^'es  according  to  group 
location.  The  members  of  the  executive 
board  whenever  possilile  shall  be  chosen 
fron»  those  who  have  been  residents  of 
the  Halls  at  least  one  year.  The  officers 
shall    be   chosen   at    the   first    meeting. 

Article    V.     Meetings. 

Corridor    Group. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  by  each 
corridor  group  once  a  month,  the  time  to 
be  decided  by  the  Executive  Board. 

1.  f^ach  representative  shall  call  and  pre- 
side at  the  meeting  of  her  group.  When- 
ever possible,  the  faculty  si)onsor  shall 
be    present    at    the    meeting. 

2.  Each  representative  sliall  be  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  proctors  in  her 
group  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  rei)orts,  and  mak- 
ing suggestion  for  the  guidance  of  the 
group. 

3.  Each  corridor  group  shall  elect  proc- 
tors after  consultation  with  faculty  spon- 
sor. 

4.  Each  proctor  shall  perform  corridor 
duties    as   assigned. 

The  Executive   Board. 
A    regular    bi-weekly    meeting    shall    be 
held. 
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1.  This  board  shall  have  full  po^ver  to 
see  that  the  regulation  of  the  Resident 
Women's   Student    League  are  kept. 

2.  Any  student  thouglit  to  Ije  guilty  of 
violating  any  regulations  of  the  League 
shall  be  reported  to  the  representative 
of    said    group. 

3.  The  group  in  which  any  offense  is 
said  to  occur  shall,  when  necessary,  state 
the  case   to   the  executive  board. 

4.  Repeated  offenses  reported  to  the  ex- 
ecutive board  shall  be  kept  in  the  flies 
of    Women's    Student    League. 

5.  Special  committees  shall  be  appointed. 

BY-LAWS

The  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  one 
of  the  largest  ortranizations  on  the 
campus,  and  for  a  numl>er  of  years  lias 
had  complete  control   of  girls'   athletics. 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  as  set 
hefore  each  jrirl  who  becomes  a  member 
is   as   follows : 

"To  promote  interest  in  all  snorts  and 
physical  activity  of  all  women  of  Indiana 
State  Teachers  College,  as  a  means  of 
securing  recreation,  physical  efficiency, 
scholarship,   and   good   fellowship." 

The  Women's  Athletic  Council,  which  is 
composed  of  the  executive  niemliers  of  W. 
A.  A.,  meets  twice  each  week  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  policies  of  the  organiza- 
tion. There  is  also  a  faculty  advisory 
board  which  supervises  all  affairs  per- 
taining to  the  interests  of  the  w\ssocia- 
tion.  During  the  regular  monthly  busi- 
ness meetings,  programs,  prepared  by 
members  are  presented. 

Each  quarter  heads  of  sports  are  chosen 
to  take  charge  of  the  various  sports  and 
activities.  T'he  school  year  is  divided 
into  four  seasons,  a  fall,  two  winter,  and 
a  spring.  During  the  fall  season  the 
sports  offered  are:  hockey,  tennis,  horse- 
shoes, and  swimming  for  both  advanced 
and  beginning  swimmers.  In  the  winter 
seasons  are  offered:  basket-ball,  swim- 
ming,    life-saving,     and     volley     ball.       In 
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the  spring,  tennis.  baseball.  arohery, 
horseshoes  and  track  are  offered  as  out- 
door sports,  and  swimming  for  indoors. 
Tournaments  are  held  in  each  s*  ort.  At 
the  close  of  each  season,  there  is  a  .lain- 
boree  at  which  time  the  awards  earned 
in  that  season  are  presented.  There  are 
a  number  of  organized  hikes  and  last 
year  long-distance  hiking  was  sponsored 
by  Mr.  T^hler.  iSince  the  school  lodge  has 
been  built  and  some  furniture  has  been 
supplied  by  the  W.  A.  A.,  there  should 
be   a   desire  to   hike   there   in   the  future.

VARSITY    "I"    CLUB 

As  the  name  implies,  this  club  consists 
of  those  men  wlio  have  won  the  "I"  in 
any  major  sport,  and  of  the  male  faculty 
members  who  are  on  the  Athletic  Coun- 
cil. 

The  {jurpose  of  the  CTul)  is  five-fold : 

1.  To  i)romote  ))rotherhood  among  the 
athletes  in   college. 

2.  To   promote  clean   athletics. 
'.i.  To    promote    school    siiirit. 

4.  To  interest  athletes  to  enter  our 
school. 

5.  To  foster  qualified  scholastic  stand- 
ing. 
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(In  connection  with  this  last  point  there 
is  a  standing  committee  whose  duty  it  is 
to  keep  track  of  the  scholastic  work  of 
the  club  members  and  investigate  any 
failures  or  low  marks.) 

The  officers  of  the  club  consist  of  a 
president,  vice  president,  chief  scribe,  and 
treasurer.  They  all  hold  office  for  one 
year. 

The  organization  has  been  self-support- 
ing throughout  its  history.  It  is  distinct- 
ly against  professionalism  and  subsidized 
athletics.

7.  The  cross  country  letter  shall  be  a 
six-inch,  red,  block,  chinele  letter  on  gray 
felt  background. 

8.  Managers  of  teams  shall  receive  the 
eight-inch  varsity  "I"  with  a  gray  mega- 
phone in  the  base  of  the  "I". 
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1).  The  manager  of  boys'  intrannir  ils 
shall  he  awarded  a  six-inch,  red,  block, 
chiiiele  letter  with  a  monogram  in  the 
base  of  the  letter. 

10.  The  second  varsity  letter  earned  in 
any  sport  will  have  a  diagonal  service  bar 
of  gray  across  the  center  of  the  letter. 
Two  service  bars  will  designate  the  third 
letter;  three  service  bars  the  fourth  let- 
ter.
